If put throuzh, 
the almost devastated ~egions 
of Am: wit ba turned into 
Proluctive soil, Forestry and the 
cultivation of mulberry trees are 
aiso to be encouraged by award: 
ing medals and honours to the 
promoters, A station for raisiag 
live stock for exparimental pur- 
Poses igalso under consiqaration. 
Ry granting exemption from likin 
Orreduction thareof, the provincial 
sovernment of Yunnan is encour- 
aging the proguction of sugar- 
cane, hemp, indigo, camphor, 
tohxeco, wood-oil trees, varnish 
aad aniseed. 


They have also promulgated a 
get of rezulations goversiog the 
teclamstion of public land 
and are on the point of 
establishing a geolozical survey 
bureau in the province.

NEW DISCOVERY IN 
EGYPT. - 


Amazing Feat of 
Engineering. 


Luxor:—The’ Egyptian Anti. 
quities Departmant, acting on the 
wish of King fuad, bas unearthed 
an obelisk which has been lying 
in a granite bed at Aswan, Upper 
Egypt, for centuries, balf covered 
with debris, The result is startl- 
inz, as it raveals a mammoth 
block of granite 133 .feet long, 14 
feet wide at the base, and eight 
fees a; tve most siender end. 
It would have = weighad 
1, ths tons when removed. 
It was oot, however, removed, 
because the biock contains Saws, 
and there is the possibility of the 
mass snapping without_warning. 

The problem is how the ancient 
Egytians arranged to remove 
such an obelisk from its bed, 
transport it overland, and then 
down the river, and tinally orect 
it, [t would ba a task taxing the 
resources of the most advanced 
engineers of to-day with all their 
equipment, but it is certain that 
the Egyptian ancients were able 
to do it. 

It is most amazing, as the 
obalisk hag been half cut from 
the bed without the aid of ao 
single sharp instrument. The 
trench around the obelisk ig 
literally bashed out, probably by 
balls of stone attached to heavy 
wood, manned hy three meno to 
each. The obolisk ig ‘the most 
antadle addition tothe sights of 
Upper Egypt made for 15 years 
with tho exception of Tut-ankh- 
Amoen’s tomb,

Two Suggestions, 


A suggestion has been made to 
us, which we think is worthy of 
consideration, in regard to facili- 
ties for residents boarding 
steamers lying at the Kowloon 
wharves cither as passengers or 
for the purpose of meeting friends.

Then marriages 
take place, but often, after a period 
of family life, divorce procead- 
ings dissolve them. 

Divorce Court figures in Eng- 
land are increasing rapidly, bat 
in marriages betweeen Western 
acd Asistics the percentage of 
divorces or separations for cruelty 
on the part of the husband is very 
low indeed. It is nos always that 
the Essterner is to blame but, in 
common with many English 
divorces, it is more often the wife 
who goes to troubled waters.

Europeans in Exciting 
Chase at Wanchai. 


There was considerable axcite-; 
ment in the Wanchai district 
yesterday afternoon, when an 
armed Chinese robber was cap 
tured after a long chase in which 
there was a free exchange of 
shots, two Europeans being 
among the pursuers. The “man 
was eventually seizad by Mr. 
EC. (*Sty") Kerrison of the 
Nawal Yard Folice, the other 
European who joined in the 
chase being Wr. W. R. Andrews 
of the Public Works Department 

Tt appears that a. gang o! tive 
tobbers, four of them armed, raid- 
ed a Chinesa shop in Yea Woo 
Street, near Causeway Bay tram 
terminus, shortly after 2 p.m, 
where they garged and bound the 
inmates and helped themselves 
to clothing, money, and jewellery 

‘said to, be worth abot’ $1,400. 
Thoy were able to secure admit- 
tance by representing themselves 
to be detectives engaged on 
a search for illict opium. 
When the men were leaving, an 
alarm was raised, 50 they separat- 
ed, three going one.way and two 
another. Of these latter, one ran 
up tho street towards Bowrington 
Canal, and was followed by a 
Chinese police constable. who 
fired at the fugitive. bur ineffec- 
tively. Messrs, Kerrigon

We may draw three conclusions 

from this interesting trio of 
dance disasters.
